SOLDIERS’ HOME. 

SUCCESSFUL ENDING OF THE GUNTOWN CAM- 

PAIGN-—STURGES DISCHARGED BY THE 

THRIFTY GENERALS OF THE HOME, 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 2%4.—The order for 
the removal of Gen. Sturges as Governor of the 
Soidiers’ Home creates universal surprise bere 
and a great deal of very severe comment. The 
official announcement is at pains to say that it 
isin accordance with Sec. 4,816 of the Kevised 
Statutes. This provides that the Secretary of 
War ehall appoint and remove the officers of the 
home on the recommendation of the Board of 
Commissioners. This board is now made up of 
Com missary-General McFeeley, Surgeou-Gener- 
al Crane, and Adjutant-Generai Drum. This vote 
to remove Gen. Sturges is the first official act of 
any importance of the new Surgeon-General. 
lie, with Gen. McFecley, made a majority for 
the purpose of this removal. In this case, Dr. 
Crane has acted in accordance with the wishes 
of his late chief, Surgeon-General Barnes. and 
Gen. McFeeley. It was supposed that the scar- 
dalous practices ascertained by the Military 
Committee of the Senate. in which two out of 
three of the Board of Commissioners figured, 
would have ied, before this time, to a court of 


inguiry or a court-martial in the cases of 
Dr. Barnes ana Gen. McFeeley, who, for 
years, had the choicest products of the 


Home farm and orcbards delivered regularly at 
their city residences. There has been much 
feeling among houest army officers over the de- 
lay in this matter, lest it should fix the odium of 
the whole affair upon the army, since non-action 
leaves ground for the charge that the tone of 
the army is so low that such transactions are not 
deemed of enough consequence to attract of- 
ficial notice. Thus far the only oflicer who has 
suffered in the matter is Gen. Sturtes, 
the only one who acted throughout 
like an bonest man. He found the in- 
vestigation in progress under a resolution 
of the Senate when he was ordered to the 
Home. He answered all demands for informa- 
tion by telling the truth about the affairs of the 
Home, as shown by the accounts and testimony 
of those he round employed there. This wus 
his only partin the matter. No step bus been 
taken to punish the stealing, aud the only step 
tuken aguinst any one is this ove against him. 
‘Lo make the matter worse, the removai 

in face of the fact what the nate, 
us the resuit of e investigation, 
reported a bill adding other members to 
the board, and especially providing that Gen. 
Sturges should not be removed until bis term 
expired. This bill is on the Speaker's table. and 
the present action is such as will be sure to at- 
tract attention in the Senate when it meets. 
One very prominent Republican Senator bas 
made known dis purpose to prefer charges 
against the officers involved to the scandals de- 
veloped by the Senate inquiry as soon as Con- 
gress assemblies, unless the ar Department 
takes steps to provide for a trial before that 
time. The inmates of the Home have tried for 
years to have its abuses inquired into by Con- 
gress, but have never succeeded before. Now 
that the abuses have been discovered, it seems 
impossible to have the perpetratora of them 
punished. 


STAR-ROUTES. 
MERRICK BEGINS HIS ARGUMENT FOR THE 
PROSECUTION. 

WASUINGTORN, D. C., Aug. 24.—This morning 
Merrick, of counsel for the prosecution in 
the star-route trial, began his address to the 
jury. Before this jury was sworn in, May 
last.“ be said, “when we were discussing tech- 
nicai questions raised oy the defendants on the 
indictment, interposed in hope that their con- 
duct might never be subject to inquiry before a 
jury, I stated that in my view the duty of the 
prosecuting officer of the Governmeut was 
never to ask for a verdict of guilty unless 
be believed crimiuaiity bad been clear- 
ly and satisfactorily proved; and 1 kur- 
ther stated when the evidence bad been sub- 
mitted to the jury 1 would assume 
the responsibility of discharging my obligations 
to the fullest extent by declaring that as to any 
one of the defendants in regard towbom I be- 
lieved the proof did not show guilt beyond a 
reasonable doubt, [ should go state to the jury, 
and in regard to any of the others, upon whom 
proof had been establishedas guiity, I would 
demand conviction. Now, in execution of that 


of that duty, as I understand it, and iu the name 
of the Government of the United States, 1 de- 
mand from this jury a verdict of guilty against 
John W. Dorsey, John R. Miner, Stephen W. Dor- 
sey, H. M. Vaile, Montford C. Rerdeli, and Tuomas 
J. Brady. In regard to Turner, the evidence does 
not leave my mind free from doubt; and, while 
I no not beliéve bim unstained by criminal con- 
duct, I do not believe these men introduced bim 
to their contidence and made him familiar with 
the secrets of their conspiracy. For him, there- 
tore. there are repentance and reflecuon.“ Mr. 
Merrick then argued it was not necessary, as 
-contended by the defense, to show that the con- 
spiracy existed during the time embraced in the 
indictment. If it were proved there had beena 
conspiracy before the 2d of May, 1879, and there 
was no explavation as to when it ceased to be 
a conspiracy, the minds of the jury could not be 
satistied thatit has not been continued to be 
conspiracy down to that time. The prose- 
cution bad sbown that the conspiracy ex- 
isted in 1877 and 1878, the the presumption 
naturally arose that it was a conspiracy in 1879. 
The presumption was made conclusive when it 
was shown that, subsequent to 1879, the con- 
spiraturs were doing dcts of mutual and recipro- 
cal benefit. The conspirators’ purpose was 
thieving. They stole half a million a year, eat- 
ing liking a canker into the heart of their coun- 
try, and the prosecution came to pluck it out, in 
order that the tree might flourish and resist the 
storm. Merrick then dweit upon Stephen W. 
Dorsey's counection with the conspiracy. Mer- 
rick asserted that, from the Ist of July, 1878, the 
conspirators bad been robbing the Treasury, ana 
with great success, and that in April, 1879, less 
than one month after Dorsey bud ieft 
the Sevuate, be had come out a fuli-tledged 
robber of the Treasury, and sat with the other 
conspirators at a board where the plunder was 
divided. Mr. Merrick then laid down his next 
point—that, if the conspiracy were found to ex- 
ist, any division of the property which formed 
the subjevt matter of the conspiracy could not 
relieve the parties from their joint liability, 
and thatif the combination were found to exist 
for lawful purposes, and the subsequent divis- 
ion of protits,and it was further found 
thereafter there was an interchange of efforts 
by the several parties, thruugh uniawful means, 
to enhance the value of property tothe several 
parties, such illegal efforts were evidence of 
conspiracy. He would show to the jury that, 
after the list of April, 1879. this perfectiy 
innocent gentleman, Stephen W. Dorsey 
who now sheltered bimseif behind 
skirts of his wife, coéperated | 
with the other parties, by false affidavits, to get 
an increase and enhancement in the value of 
their respective distributive shares. He would 
show that when they divided the plunder they 
also divided the burgiarious tools.

SECRETARY FOLGER, 
BUSINESS AND POLITICS,

Wasninoeron, D. C., Aug. 24.— The Secretary 
of the Treasury will begin the work of assign- 
lug the new bonds tomorrow.

SOUTHERN METHODS, 
EFFORT OF ALABAMA BOURBONS TO CON- 
TROL THE STATE BY MEANS OF TERROR- 
ISM. 


New York Tribune. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 22.—The conviction 
prevails in Washington that the remarkable 
story telegraphed yesterday from Alabama 
about an alleged conspiracy among the biacks 
to wurder all the whites in CBoctaw County is 
the invention of the bulldozers and White- 
Leaguers, and that the banging of “Jack” Tur- 


ner without a trial is only the beginning 
of another season of political terror- 
ism. The report that s@verai hundred 


negroes had formed a conspiracy for any pur- 
pose, and had for years been able tokeep it a 
secret from their white masters, While they were 
gathering arms and ammunition in quantities 
sufficient for their purpose, is suffiefently absurd 
to create disbelief in the minds of any who are 
tamiliar with the babits and characteristics of the 
two races in that locality; but that these iiliter- 
ate people should have committed their plans to 
paper, in the opinion of people wo are familiar 
witb the political affairs and prevailing senti- 
ments of that section, betrays the origin and 
purpose of the story. 

“Te discloses a condition of affairs,” said a 
prominent Alabamian today, “for which 1 fear 
there is no remedy. Our State elections have 
just been held, and we are counted out to the 
tune of 47.000 majority. We dave fairly chpt- 
ured the Democratic stronghold of the State— 
the northern counties, which bave hitherto heen 
Democratic—and we send twenty-one members 
from that part of the State tothe Legislature. 
Enough white meu who cannot be intimidated 
bave rebelled from Bourbon rule to secure fair 
counts, and with the results I bave named. 

In the Black Belt, bowever, where we have 
always been in the maroon we bave been over- 
turned by sheer fraud and false counting. 

„But what is to ve expected? Three Demo- 
cratic county olficials, who were elected by 
fraud, Gael our canvassing rds. Why 
should they not forever prevent an election 
which would turn them out of office? 

No the Democrats are preparing for the 
Congressional election. They Bave lost Lowe's 
district, and the Fourth District 8 sefe enough 
for the opposition. The tate election 
disclosed the fact the Mobile 
district, of which Choctaw County 
forms a part, is likely to add another to the list 
of anti- Bourbon Capgressmen. Hence this mar- 
velous yarn about a negro conspiracy. They 
bu ve selected the county of the very strongest 
man for Congress in the district—I refer to 
Judge Luther R. Smith, a duate of Bowdoin, 
a mun who has sat on the Cigtuit Court bench of 
the State for twelve years, whose record is 
unimpeachable. With a jaiffull of negroes they 
can run one out and hang every few days, 
and thus get up a state of terrorism which they 
hope may keep the colored people away from 
voting.“

Elevators at Buffalo, 
New York. 


A Terrific Explosion of Dust Fol- 
lowed by a Disastrous 
Fire, 


Four Men Known to Have Been Either 
Burned or Killed Out- 
right.

fhurrato, N. W., Aug. 24.—One of the largest 
aud most disastrous fires which has visited Buf- 
falo in many months, resulting in the loss of 
five lives, was the burhing of the Erie Elevator, 
located on Bulfalo Creek, near the junction of 

Ohio and Louisiana streets, this morning. The 

elevator was one of the largest in the city, hav- 


ing acupacity of 600,000 bushels of grain. The 
night gauge bad been engaged “iu elevating a 
cargo from the prepelier Binnchard, and the 
eargo had not been stored ten minutes 
when, at 11:30, there was an explosion, 
and in an instant the elevator was 
avast ses of flame from top to bottom. The 
dust had evidently been fired in some unknown 


Way, atid, like the mills at Minneapolis, the 
structure was beyond salvation. When the fire 
department arrived the flames were bursting 
from every window.

A number of men 
along the dock heard a tew cries for help, after 
the shock and flash, from the upper window, but 
they quickly subsided. 

John Bouman, the engincer, was struck bya 
flying missile. It is said he bas since died, but 
this is doubtful. 

Timotby Driscoll was blown out of the second- 
story window, and fell in the street below. He 
was instantly killed, the upper balf of bis head 
being biown clear off, as also Was one of his arms. 
FLYING SLATE AND TIMBER 
fliled the air, and the dust was suffocating for 
some distance. Then the flaines shot up, light- 
ing up the whole city. The building was 125 by 
75 feet, and 100 feet high. The explosion 
bad so loosened and displaced the slates 
that flames crept through at every point. The 
elevator was built in 18:9, and cost about 8300. 
00. Of the grain that was in it an estimate can- 
not be given. The propeller Blanchard had 
10,000 busbels of wheat and 12,000 bushels of 
corn. A cargo Of 69,800 bushels of oats from the 
schooner George went tuto the elevator this 
morying.

Who this was cannot be ascertained. It is also 
reported that several men who had been trim- 
ming grain on the cars between the tower and 
main part of the elevator had gone into the ele- 
vutor just before the explosion. The loss of 
life may prove greater thau reported. 
» A large tbree-story brick building near the 
elevator was badly damaged by the shock of the 
blast and flying missiles, and the fire following 
almost destroyed it.

A New Five+Story Butlding Badly De- 
vastated Yesterday Mourning. 

What at one time promised to be one of the 
bigwest fires that has taken place in Chicago for 
several years broke out yesterday morning in 
the new five-story and basement building at the 
corner ot State and Jackson streets, which has 
only been finished within the last few months. 
The alarm was first given at 7:45, and was rung 
from Box 53, at the corner of Jackson and Dear- 
born streets. It was promptly responded to by 
the fire department, but when they reached the 
scene they found that the dire B d been at 
work for some time, and the fourth and fifth 
floors of the building were then completely 
wrapped in smoke and flames. The fire had ob- 
tained such headway and showed such powers 
of resistance and such determination to Ba tlie 
the exertions of the department to conquer it 
that Fire- Marshal Sweenie prudently concluded 
to send iu the Il ularm so 46 to bave force 
enough on band for an ewergency. [he streets 
around the whole block Were speedily studded 
with ttre engines belching forth volumes 
of thick black smoke, and giving reason 
to those who saw them from a distance to 
imagine that a econtingration of immense 
proportions was riging. A closer inspection 
happily showed a less serious state of allairs, 
and revealed the faet that the fire would be con- 
fined tothe two floors between which it first 
orignatead, Ina comparatively short time after 
the full force of tiremen on the ground got to 
work, the tire was brought under control and in 
u little over an hour it was extinguished. By 
this time, however, the roof and t e floor be- 
tween the fourth and fifth stories of the buila- 
ing were compietely demolished, and the en- 
tire building was thorouguly deluged with water. 
For a considerable time after the tremen 
ceased pouring it on the smoking tiunbers, the 
water rusbed inatorrent down the stairway 
and out onto the street, and rendered it im- 
possible forauy one to remain im the apurt- 
ments on the first three floors. Shortly after 
the ure was first discovered two boys were seen 
stunding at One of the windows of the top floor. 
They soon disappeared, but only one Was seen 
to come out of the building, and the reports 
spread through the crowd of spectators which 
completely blocked the opposit sidewalk that 
the utber bud beon suffoceted and burned to 
death. Au exawinahon made of the building 
afterwards, hove ver, talled to discover 
anything which would suggest the proba- 
bility ‘of auy one baving met death on 
the premises, and the loss of property is the 
only misfertune which has te pe reported. The 
burned building was occupied on the ground 
floor by the Paris Dry-Guods Store and ©.

The stuck of both was 
badly damaged by water, and also that of 
Wenderoth, ttochat & Co., Wholesale — 
dealers, ou the floor above.

Pool- 
Commissioner Fink's “official” report of the 
day's meeting was as follows: The ixectutive 
Committee met today to continue the adjust- 
ment of differential fares, and they will coutinue 
in session anothér day or two to adjust rates 
from intermediate points. The rute agreed 
upon are not yet published, because 
they are subject to modification, and 
cannot be given to the press until 
are finally adopted. The meeting has been en- 
tirely harmonious, and the report in the Times 
today as to the difficulties and contentions in 
tue committee is without trutu.“ The General 
Passenger Agent of a Western road, who has 
been in attendance at all of the sessions of the 
committee, smiled as he read that portion of 
Pooi-Commissioner Fink's report referring to 
the entire harmony of the meeting, and stated 
that, if entire harmony meant not coming to 
blows, the Pool- Commissioner was undoubtedly 
eorreet. The discussions, he said, bad been, as 
stated, “heated,” ana at times very lively, and 
the pertect barmony existing is shown by the 
fuct that, after three days’ session, the difler- 
ential rates hase not been agreed upon. There 
muy possibly be some agreement reached at this 
meeting,” said the gentieman, but I shill doubt 
it. Several of the Western roads think that there 
is more money tor them in paying comunissionus 
than there is got into the pool, and 
are not overanxious to Dind themselves 
to terms and contracts that will not be advan- 
tugeous. They Wail yet to see where they will 
derive any benetit from the pool, and unless 
they can get satisfactory rates and concessions 
will go it alone and coutinué to pay commissions 
to the middlemeu who send business over their 
rouds. Such au arrangement as was at first 
proposed would be excellent for the long-estab- 
lished routes, of course, but for the less favored 
roads in polnt of time, directnéss of route, 
amicable arrangements witb the trunk 
lines, and equipment, the present sys- 
tem is the best. It is reported 
the roads in the West have agreed to abolish the 
payment of comtiilssious. ‘This is not 80, and it 
is One of tne causes of contention in the meetmg. 
No agreement of the kind can be made until the 
questions of differential rates are settled, and 
you sec Commissioner Fink predicts it will take 
two days longer to do this, ‘entirely barmoni- 
ous’ as we are.“ 

The rates tirst agteed upen have been consid- 
erably altered during the entirely harmonious 
session of the past three day. The rates settled 
upon at Wednesday's meeting, as between this 
city and St. Louis, were materially cBanged to- 
day. Those agreed upon Wednesday, by way of 
the Wabash & trie and the Indianapolis & St. 
Louis and Brie, were $2175. ‘Today they were 
inereased to $22. The fare for the Ohio & Mis- 
sissippi, the New York, Pennsylvania & Erie, 
and the Erie, and by the Chicago 
& Alton and [Dake Erie & Western, on 
Wednesday, was fixed at $21. Todas it 
was changed by both routes to $2.75. The con- 
stunt alteration of these rates of fare makes the 
publication of any table of rates of no conse- 
quence, as they may be again changed tomor- 
row and are subject to much revision before rhe 
close of this entirely harmonious meeting. Even 
the Cincinnati rates, which were agreed to and 
adopted at the first days mecting, it Is now 
stated by some of the members of the commit- 
tee. are liable to a revision in case a Settiement 
of St. Louis and Chicago rates is reached. 

“The nterage Stern man, said Cut-Rate 
Ticket Agent Lans today, “who has been 
here from some small piace in the West, and 
who is in no great burry to get to bis bome,. will 
buy tickets over the route where he can save 
haif a dollar or more. Au hour or more even in 
the running time makes fio difference to him. 
The railroad managers know this, and know 
that men doing a similar business to mine can 
send bim over any route we choose, if they pay 
us for doing so. We buy tickets of the trunk lines 
here at first rates, seil him the ticket for less 
than he can buy it, and get our commission out 
of the Western road over which we send bim 
when he leaves the trunk lines. It pays all 
around. The trunk lines keep their rates up, 
and everybody is happy. As we can do this sort 
of thing, the Western men see that by going into 
the pool arrangement they lose all this benefit, 
and so they are hageling over rates, and if they 
don't get what will bring them trade they will 
continue to pay commissions as a matter of seilf- 
preservation.“ 

The Passeower Agents were in communication 
today with the Road Managers by telegrapb, and 
this evening, as a resuit, the closing of the 
agreements or an absolute rupture is confident- 
ly expected by Saturday. 


The Reports that thé Milwaukee & 

St. Paul Will Make War upon the 
- Jowa Pool and that It Has Made a 

Traffic Arrangement with the Union 

Pacific Officially Contradicted. 

Mr. S. S. Merrill, General Manager of the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee & St. Paul, was in the city yes- 
terday. A representative of Tur TrinuNe 
questioned him regarding the reports that his 
company was about to inaugurate war upon tne 
Iowa pool lines on Omaha business, and that an 
arrangement had been made between his eom- 
pany and the Union Pacifie by which the St. 
Paul is to get the lion’s share of thé Pacific busi- 
ness at Omaha. 

Mr. Merrill stated that there was not a word of 
truth in these reports. They are the old talk, 
emanating trom the brains of sensational news- 
paper reporters, who seemed to have nothing 
else to do than to give currency to such rumors. 
The Milwaukee & St. Paul, he said, did not build 
its Omaha line forthe fun of waging war upon 
its cOmpetitors. The line was buflt to earn 
money, and this could not be done by inaugura- 
ting u war or euttme rates. The Milwaukee & 
St. Paul meant to maintain strictly the rutes es- 
tablished by the lowa pool, and it would 
never be caught in eutting rates or dealing un- 
fuirly towards its competitors. He felt quite sure 
that at established rates, and without recource 
to . any trickery, bis road, being the short 
line and equal iu every respect to any of the 
older lines, would be abie to get a faic share of 
the Omaha business, and it is a fair share of the 
business ooly that bos road wants. There was 
not the least troubie or misunderstanding now 
between the Milwaukee & St. Paul and the Iowan 
pool lines, and his compuny bas not yet been up- 
proached in regard to joining the pool. He 
could not say what his company would do if 
asked to oin the pool, but whether 
it joined it or not it would cer- 
tainly maintain regrulariy established rates 
The reports regarding u traflic agreement with 
the Union Pacinc, Mr. Merrill suid, are us false 
as the reports regarding a fight with the lowa 
pool. No such arrangement had been made or 
was ever thought of. Al the Milwaukee & St. 
Paul asked ef the Union Pucifiec was to be 
treated preci#ely the same as other lines con- 
necting with it at Count Biutfs. it was foolish 
to presume that the Union Paeifie would make 
an exciusive arrangement with the Milwaukee & 
St. Paul, and thus engender the hostility of all 
its other Council Bluffs connections. 

The Short-Sightedness of the Eastern 
Raliroad Managers, 

THe TRIBUNE has repeatedly called the atteu- 
tion of the Eastern railroad managers tu the 
fact that their present policy in maintaining 
higher freigbt rates than the business can bear 
is diverting business down the Mississippi and is 
heiping to build up Gould’s Mississippi River 
barge lines. For calling attening to this fact 
Tun TRIBUNE has been accuged by the Eastern 
railroad men of trying to break the rates. That 
THE TRIBUNE has not been actuated by any 
such motives as claimed, and that it did not ex- 
agwerate the matter, is fully preven by remarks 
mude by Mr. George Bain, President of the St. 
Louis Millers’ Association, betore the New York 
Produce Exchange a few days ago. 

Mr. Bain called attention to the unwise in- 
action on the part of the Eastern seaboard ruail- 
roads, whieh tends to divert the through grain 
trade of t West to transportation by way of 
the Mississippi River and New Mleans. He 
said: Lam engaged in the flour business iu 
St. Louis, and turnout an average of 1,700 bar- 
réis daily. My business, like that of many oth- 
ers, requires that the shipments shall be made 
by the most direct route. The facilities at 
New York for through shipment to Europe are 
greater than at any other port on the Atiantic 
seaboard. The developmentof the bare trans- 
portation on the Mississippi River between St. 
Louis and New Orieans, is attracting great pub- 
lie attention, especially in the West. and with 
the facilities multipiied there can be moved 
from the towns on the Upper Mississippi from 
2,000,000 to 4,000,000 bushels per week, at a cust, 
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jssissippi to New Orleans, ev with short 
crups, Was nearly as great last year as in} 1880, 
Still the business is in ulmost an inchoate condi- 
ion, 
“The absurd local rail rates to Chicago from 
polnts west of that city prevent us from com- 
peting wild those who ship by way of the Mis- 
sissippi and New Orleans through to Europe. 
if the Eastern railroad people would only look a 
little further arid sc what other railroads are 
doivg for the Mississippi Kiver route; 1 they 
soul only watch their own interests closely and 
insist upon making local rates more favorable 
to shippers to the sea board, it would prevent 
shipments from veing diverted to the Renee 
and thus building up that route. Unless th 
Eastern roads look to this sharply there will be 
a regular line of business up qu the Mississippi 
at the expense of the seaboard, which can never 
be recovered: and when onte established there 
will naturally be regular steamships between 
Europe and New Orieaus.” 


The Chicago, St. Lontse & New Ofleans 
Extension, 

The Cincinnati Commercial says: The Chi- 
cago, St. Louis & New Orleans, now running 
trom New Orleans to Cairo, lil, and there con- 
necting with the Iilinois Central, the two roads 
forming an entire system, bids fair to branch 
out and become one of the great North and 
South systems of the country. The first im- 
provement that was made since the tide of rail- 
road booms” struck the country was tochange 
the gage from five feet to the standard gage, 
making it about the only standard-gage road 
south of the Ohio River. The system now con- 
templates thé construction of a broad road 
from Kosclusko, Miss., in a northeasterly di- 
rectio2 to Decatur, Alu., a distance of nearly 174 
miles. The suryey was made some years ago, 
but on account of the depression of busivess at 
that time the construction of the road was for 
the time postponed. Within the past year and a 
half the right of way bas been secured, and now 
the construction of the road isan assured fact. 
The road will pase through some of the most 
fertile lamis in Mississippi, and also reach a 
good cotton-growing section of the country in 
Alabama. 

At Deeatur it will connect with the Louisville 
& Nashville and the Memphis & Charleston 
Roads, which would sberten the distanee trom 
that polnt to New Orleans'several miles, as com- 
pared wita the route traversed by the Louls ville 
& Nashville systcin. 

President Clarke is credited with having made 
the stutement that in all probability the brunch 
will be extended north of Decutur, some miles 
into the mineral and coal lands of ‘Tenuessee, 
which lu many places are untouched by rail- 
roade at all. At Aberdeen, Mississippi, it will 
Also cross the Mobile & Ohio Road, thereby bav- 
ing the etfect to concentrate the trade direct 
from the North on that line to the Southern 
metropolis that now goes to Mobile or to the 
Southeastern coast, to such poiuts as Savannah 
or Brunswick. ‘ 

President Clarke is of the opinion the new 
road will be constructed and ready tor use 
within the next year. Some enthusiagtic ind! 
vidual in New Orleans not long since, in speak- 
ing of the proposed pnortheastern extension, 
ropbesied that the road would in time 
— extended as far north as this * This is all 
poppycocvck. After passing north of Decatur, it 
would, if extended, find virtually three rival 
lines, consisting of. the Louisville & Nashville, 
Cincinnati, New Orieans & Texas Pacific, and 
the Kentucky Central, which within a sbort 
tithe will tind its way through the mountains to 
Knoxville, Tenn. in all the three named 
purallel lines starting from this city and extend- 
ing south with the close proximity in which they 
are located, it would be a foolish expenditure of 
money to construct the fourth line, which 
would. in order to economize in distance, peces- 
sarily be built between the Louisville & Nash- 
vsile ang Cineinnat!, New Orleans & Texas Pa- 
cific. It is safe to say the road will never come 
to Cincinnati. Should. sucha thing a it 
will be when it snows in New Orieans in duly. 


Enormous Karting of the Pennsylvania 
Road forthe Month ot July.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Aug. 24.—The gross earn- 
ings of the Pennsylvania Railroad, as teie- 
graphed yesterday by comparison, were the 
largest ever known for any mouth, reaching the 
enormous sum of 84,140,150 for the Eastern 
lines. The net earnings bave been four times 
exceeded, but the operating expenses have been 
su reduced that the ratio is less than for the 
same munth of last year.

THE DUEL TRIAL. 


It Took the Jury but Fifteen Minutes to 
Find a Verdict of Not Guilty in the 
Case of Garland for Killing Young 
Addison in a Duel in Virginia. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicaco Tribune 

LUNENBURG CouRT-Hovusge, Va., Aug. 24.~— 
The trial of the duelist Garland came toa ter- 
mination this evening by the acquittal of the ac- 
cused, Judge Elbert Henlon made a powerful 
fpeech for the prosecution, in which he endeay- 
ored to show that the accused had not killed Ad- 
dison in self-defense, but that bis offense was 
deserving of severe punishment. Henlon closed 
his speech at 5 o'clock. The case was then given 
to the jury, who retirea to their room, and in 
Ofteen minutes brought in a verdict of not guilty 
for the prisoner. Garland was at once formally 
discharged from custody. His old father 
was near bim when the verdict was rendered, 
and cried like achild. Garland's friends and 
relatives surrounded bim aud warmly grasped 
bis hand and manifested the utmost joy at the 
result of the trial. Assoon as the verdict was 
made known to the crowd outside of the court- 
room cheer after cheer was given. As soon as 
Geriand could press bis way through the im- 
mense crowd be was quickly surrounded by 
friends and heartily congratulated upon 
the manner in which the trial 
had ended. Everywhere Garland has been this 
evening he has been cordiaily welcomed. The 
result was generally expected. No one dreamed 
fora moment that the jury would convict the 
nocused. There was some doubt felt by the de- 
fense about one of the jurors. a Northern man, 
whom it was feared might nave the antipathy 
entertained by many Northerners to anything 
looking like dueling. From the court Garland 
at once proceeded to bis father’s house, where 
his mother, sisters, and a throng of anxious 
friends awaited the result of the jury's verdict. 
By these the young man was received with every 
demonstration of joy. The members of the jury, 
all of whom were acquainted with Gariand, 
shook bim by the hand after they were dis- 
charged. 

Several members of the jury stated tonight 
that they had pretty well agreed upon a verdict 
of acquittal before the argument was con- 
cluded. One ot the jury said that the speech of 
Fineb, the volunteer counsel for the defense, 
who was 80 aggressive and severe in his remarks 
upon the counsel for the prosecution, bad more 
influence upon the jury than that of any other 
lawyer for the prisoner. After the acquittal of 
Garland a nollie prosequi was entered in the 
case of Buswelland James Beach, who were 
indicted by the grand jury of the court as ac- 
cessories to the killing of Addison. The acquittal 
of Garland seems to accord with the public 
sentiment of this county. Most of the people 
have from the first been in sympathy with Gar- 
land. From rst to last the case bas attracted 
more attention than any known ino Virginia for 
years. 

The father of the prisoner says the only thing 
he blames bis son for is because he did not go at 
Addison with a shotgun loaded with bucksbot, 
demand a retraction for his insuiting language, 
and. it not retracted, for bim (the prisoner) to 
have shot the deceased down. He (the father of 
the deceased) says if the affair was to be done 
over again he would only want his son to act as 
he did. The prisoner says that while he is sorry 
for the deatn, be (Gariand) has no remorse of 
conscience for acting as be did.

The Bishop turned the letter over to 

Father Dollard, who read it aloud in the pulpit 

to his congregation on the following Sunday, 

Aug. 6, at early mass, though be refrained from 

inentioning any names. He gave them, how- 

ever, two hours, or until the 10 o’clock mass, to 
apologize. At the 10 o'clock mass, bowever, he 
postponed the matter tor a week, adding that if 
nothing was done before that time to set every- 
thing right be would then speak further. 

Lizz.e’s friends took no notice of tbeir pastor's 

threat, and accordingly, on next Wednesday, 

the 13th, Father Dollard denounced the Jordan 

family from the puipit, and, at the same time, 80 

the Jordans state, called Charies Jordan a “liar, 

scoundrel, and biackguard.’’ A sister of Jordan, 
sitting in the auditorioum, replied, ** Don't tell 
lies before God, Father Doliard, because my 
sister wouldn't keep $25 she collected for a fair.

Closing Day of Camp-Life — Soldiers 
Paid Off—Opinions on the Success of 
the Camp.

AURORA, III., Aug. 24.—After the somewhat 
irregular program of yesterday's gala parade 
the regular routine of exercise was resumed to- 
day.

LOCAL POLITICS. 


Another Skirmish in the Third 
Congressional District 
Fight. 


The Committee Turn the Morse List 
of Judges Over to the Sub- 
Committee, 


And Make Some Important Changes in 
the Thirteenth and Fourteenth 
Wards. 


The Final Battle Goes Over Till Tomor- 
row Night- Who Tried to 
Bribe Brady? 


— 


Third Congressional Distriet -The Four- 
to-Three Committee Put the Morse 
List of Judges in the Bag and Take a 
Crack at the Committeemen trom the 
Thirteenth and Fourteenth Wards— 
A Truce Till Saturday Nicht. 

The Third Congressional District Republican 
Committee packed itself in Justice Fisher's 
sweat-box, at the corner of Madison and Hal- 
sted streets, again last evening, and the usual 
variegated assortment of outsiders pressed 
against the doors, stood sardine fashion on thé 
stairway, and promenaded up and down the 
Madison street sidewalk. The committee for 
once adopted the most sensible policy imagi- 


nable. They let in the newspaper- men, told the’ 


outsiders to wait until they were called for, and 
locked the door. 

On calling the meeting to order Chris Mamer, 
Chairman of the committee, announced that 
unfinished business was iu order. That un- 
finished business was the selection of primary 
judges and the polling-places. In that connec- 
tion he understood that delegations from the 
Eleventh and other wards wereon the outside 


and wanted to be heard. 

Mr. Gernbard was opposed to hearing out- 
siders, unless the delegauous were regularty ap- 
pointed by the wards. For one, he didn't want 
to stuy all night. 

Mr. Brady referred to the Thirteenth Ward 
Club’s meeting W@dnesday evening and its in- 
dorsement ot his list of judges. For one, be saw 
no necessity of listening to vutsiders. 

Mr. Morse was likewise opposed to hearing 
from outsiders. Tue committee had a duty to 
perform, and could do it without the assistance 
of a crowd. 

Mr. Hair said that he had heard that the 
meeting in the Thirteenth wasn't of a repre- 
sentative character, and he was in favor of 
hearing the other side, who were in the hall and 
wanted to be beard. 

Mr. Brady challenged the correctness of this 
statement, and went on to say that the meeting 
was regularly called and advertised, and that 
the allezed delegation hud simply come to bull- 
doze the vommitteemen. 

Mr. Hair referred to the fact that a delegation 
from the Eleventh was allowed to monopulize a 
good deal of time a week ago, and contended 
that the committee ought to listen to the pres- 
ent delegation from the Thirteenth. 

The question was put, and by the same old vote 
ot 4to 3—Mamer, Wheeler, Hair, and Kline on 
one side, and Morse, Gernhard, and Brady on the 
other—it was decided to let in outside delega- 
tions, with the stipulation that each delegation 
should not exceed three, and should be limited 
us to time in presenting its case. 

The door was now unlocked, and the Thir- 
teenth Ward delegation let iu. F. J. Smith acted 
as spokesman, and said the ward-weeting list of 
judges was adopted as the tail-piece to the in- 
dignation growing out of an alleged attempt at 
bribery. The Davis men wanted at least one 
man on the list ot judges, and would suggest 
any one of the following names: R. F. Com- 
stock, President of the ward club, James Quirk, 
Harvey Thompson, und ex-Ala. Cleveland. 

Mr. Brady informed Mr. Smith that the judges 
were appointed by the club before there was 
any talk about the bribery busifess, and rather 
paralyzed Smith by stating that he was perfect- 
ly willing to accept Mr. Comstock. 

Tom Gleason, Mr. Smith's fellow-delegate. got 
up and was proceeding to ask for a second man 
—James Quirk-—wben Mr. Brady objected to ad- 
vice trom a Democrat. 

Lou lie.“ yelled Gleason, 

ou know you are Demoerat; you told me 
80 A year ago, and your tongue can lay no slan- 
der on me.“ said Mr. Brady, cool as an iceberg. 

Lou lie, sir; you he, six.“ retorted Gieason.

The Chairman pounded fiercely on the table 
and shut Gleason off with the remark that he 
owed the committee an apology for baving 
grossly insulted one of its members. 

“lam very sorry.“ said Gleason, crawfishing, 
“but lbave been a Republican these last five 
years, and when a man teils me I lie to my face 

can't tolerate bim.“ 

“I think the committee bas heard alli it wants 
to from you.“ said Mamer, and it you will 
withdraw we will be obliged to you.” 

Gleason sluuk out, and the unanimous senti- 
ment of the committee was that it was a case of 
good riddance. 

The list of Thirteenth Ward judges, as amend- 
ed, consisted of George W. Smith, James E. 
Drum, and E. F. Comstock: polling- place, Wal- 
nut and Wood. Mr. Brady appeared perfectly 
satisfied with the change. 

Mr. Gernhard named Philip Knopf, Frank 
Graffen, and Frank Schoenewald as judges for 
the Fourteenth, and the polling- place at the 
corner of Rucker street and Milwaukee avenue. 

Ex-Ald. Baumgarten, from the Fourteenth 
Ward delegation, which was now admitted, sug- 
gested the names of Ed Thompson, Chris Nie- 
derschmitt, and Fred Albright. asked the com- 
mittee to take one of them, and protesting that 
the * age was not sufficiently near the 
centre of the ward, asked the committee to 
change it to the corner of Milwaukee avenue 
and Division street. One Embrecbht backed up 
his plea, and Henry Hertz went 
sustain the committeeman. 

a learned and grave discussion as 
just where the centre of the ward might be, and 
afterthe delegation went out Mr. Gernhbard 

roceeded to say that Schoenewald, one of his 

udges, was a Davis man, that at least two of 
the men whom the delegation had named were 
not Kepublicans, Niederschmitt having worked 
for Ald. Ryan, Stauber and Harrison, and that at 
least two of them didn’t know whom they were 
for, because they were for the man who had the 
most money. 

Mr. Hair raised the point that Schoenewald 
was not a Davis man, Mr. Mason having secured 
him a piace in the Post-Otlice. 

Mr. Gernhard declared that Schoenewald was 
a Davis man, and that he had seen him yester- 
day morning coming out of Davis’ oftice. 

Atter considerable further talk. Mr. Hair 
moved to substitute Baumgarten for Schoene- 
wald. 

Mr. Gernbard disgustedly remarked that, if 
the committee was bound to make a change, he 
would rather bave Albright. 

Mr. Hair graciously amended his motion by 
inserting the latter's name. Aibright went on 
by the old voteof 4to3,and the polling-place 
was left ae 

The Twelfth Ward matter was now raked up, 
and Mr. Hair, of the two-to-one sub-committee 
appointed to present a list of judges, got up 
and said that the Davis men had submitted their 
names, while Morse had virtually ignored the 
committee. Conseqnently, they were not able 
toreport. They had alist of Davis men, but 
they didn’t like to make a report all one way. 
In conclusion, Mr. Hair wantedto know whether 
Mr. Morse intended to set himself up in defiance 
of the committee.

~The Mason Men Say It Was Really 
Made By an Emissary of Davis. 

The story of the alleged attempt by the mys- 
terious “Jones” to bribe ex-Ald. Brady, the 
Congressional Committeeman from the Thir- 
teenth Ward, with $500 ready cash, tosigna 
report namine ex-Ald. Cleveland and oue Tom 
Gleason as two of the Thirteenth Ward judges 
at the coming primary, was the principal topio 
of ‘conversation among West Side politicians 
yesterday, next to the meeting of the Congres- 
sional Committee which was to come off in the 
even.ng, and the vast amount of speculat- 
ing as to what would come of it. The 
Davis workers poob-poohed the story as a put 
up job, designed to make political capita! for 


other candidates, and were pieased to reter to it 
as improbable and ridiculouson its face. In 


short, they set it down for what is vulgarly- 


known as a stitk.“ 

The Mason wen, on the other hand, stoutly af- 
firmed its truth. coming as it did from ex- Ald. 
Brady, who needs no certiticate of character tor 
truthfulness, and piled up severui little bits of 
circumstantial evidence going to show that the 
would-be briber was working in the 
Davis interest. In the first place, 
the mysterious “Jones” mentioned as two of 
the Judes the only two Davis men, 80 far as 
known, in the whole ward—Cleveland and Giea- 
sop. Cleveland is a relative of George Buckley, 
Davis’ friend at the Post-Office, and Tom Glea- 
son isacierk in the Money-Order Department 
at the Post-Office, who owes his appointment to 
Davis, and whose previous political affiliations 
will be apt to suggest toa number of West Side 
Republicans who haven't pluces in the Post- 
Office that they ought to have been Democrats 
from the Eighth or Thirteenth Wards, in order 
to stand in with thé present Congressman. 
Tom Gieason is alleged by the Mason men to be 
a Democrat, was such when be voted for Han- 
cock, when be acted as a Democratic judge at a 
Democratic primary in the Thirteentb shortly 
before Col. Davis took care of bim, and was 
such even after the Colonel got bim upon the 
when he worked and 
voted for Carter Harrison's re@élection as Mayor, 
This is the sort of man Tom Gieason is, accord- 
ing to tnem. With Gleason and Cieveiand “in 
the box at the coming primary, contest- 
ing delegations from the Thirteenth would, 
it is alleged, be the inevitable outcome of 
the contest. That this is precisely the tactics 
ot the Davis forces—to get up contests in the 
Thirteenth and Fourteenth, and the Eleventh 
and Twelfth, too, if they fail there, and thus 
throw the control of the convertion into the 
bands of the minority from the Eighth, Ninth, 
and Tenth Wards—is pretty clearly suown by 
certain imdiscreet remarks recently made by 
some of the Colonel's foolish supporters. Davis 
men have offered to bet $25 and other sums that 
the Mason deleganon from the Thirteenth and 
Fourteenth Wards would not be seated in the 
convention, modifying their. original bet—that 
Masoo would not carryeither of those two warde 
in accordance with what was apparently the pro- 
gram agreed upon. The Mason men further 
urgue that the bribe would not have come from 
any other source than the Davis people. and for 
this reason: that no man, whether a friend of 
Mason, Swett, or Morse, would take the chance 
of offering 8500 and bav it accepted, 
assuming that Mr. Brady was that kind 
of a man, which he isn’t. Its acceptance, 
and the signing of the report recommending 
Cieveland and Gleason as two of the judges, and 
the certainty that che 4-to-3 committée would 
bave adupted it, would have simply resulted iu 
giving the ward to Davis and beating the other 
candidates. In short, neither the friends of 
Morse, Mason, nor Swett, admitting, for the 
sake of argument, that they took any stock in 
„Jones' unfounded and mistaken assumption 
that Mr. Brady could be buugbt, would bave 
taken the risk of cutting their Own throats, 
merely to make what the vis men are pleused 
to calla little political capital. 

This, in substance, was the argument of the 
Mason men, and while they apparently satistied 
themselves a —— * Jones’’ was areal- 
ity and au ewissary of Davis, they were as much 
in the dark as ever ag to who “Jones” was. 
But they were not, and are not willing to let the 
matter rest there. They propose to dig Jones 
up from bis present obscurity, and exhibit him 
iu his true colors, and to that end Mr. Mason 
olfers to deposit $100 with the Pinkertons, pro- 
vided Col. Davis willdo the same, and have the 
subject tully investigated. 

A little circumstance which occurred yester- 
day not only served to amuse a number of 
West-Side politicians, but to show how thor- 
oughly the details of the coming tray are 
being attended to. A Swett man from the Elev- 
enth Ward met Mr. Morse aud a number of his 
friends down town, and, with some apparent 
anxiety, asked him whetber be had heard that 
George Buckley was engaged in an attempt to 
rent the Twelfth Ward polling-places—a task 
which always falls upon the cummitteeman 
from thgt ward. Mr. Morse quietly pulled a 
bandful of papers out of his hip- pocket and 
coolly replied: “I rented those poiling-places 
yesterday morning, and paid for them, and here 
are the receipts.”

For instance, Alvin Clark, the 
great telescopemaker, asks for a reduction of 
the duty on optical goods tosave his tirm the 
trouble of importing them through educational 
justitutions, which import them free, Clark & 

Co. paying no duty by this arrangement. 

Hournton, Miftiin & Co., the publishers, pro- 

tested through H. O. Houghton against aay re- 

duction in the tariff on books, his principal rea- 
son being a very novel one: Authors are likely 
to reside at the centres of the manufacture 
of books. If the duty were removed the manu- 
facture of books for this market would Jargely 
be in Germauy and England. This would com- 
pel the residence of even American authors to a 
very large extent abroad. We all know how 
much auy person is influenced by the „ in 
which he resides, and this fact cannot fall to 
show itself in thy character of the books writ- 
ten By such authors. The readers of books in

CRIMINAL-LAW REFORM IN THE CITY 
| DISTRICTS. 

In another column this morning will be 
found reports of interviews with Senator 
White and Representatives Harris and Sulli- 
van, of the First Legislative District, and ex- 
Senator Riddle in regard to criminal-law re- 
form. 

Senator White is one of the most enthusi- 
astic and comprehensive griminal-law re- 
formers in the State. Illis in favor of 
pretty much every reform that has been sug— 
gested. ‘Senator White is only ‘ta plain 
business-man.““ He is as artless as a child 
about politics and laws, but he is, as every- 

body knows, a thorougli-paced “reformer ”’ 


by Inatinct. If he is re@lected to the Senate, he 


will be pledged to favor reform of the criminal 
code in general and in particular, abstract- 
ly and oapneretely, early and often. Mr. 
White is at least aware that other plain 
Dusiness-men beside himself are very much 
in earnest on this subject. ‘There is no ques- 
tion which ought to enter into the canvass 
for the nomination and selection of the mem- 
bers of the new Legislature more largely 
We re- 
joite that Senator White., with his custom- 
ary shrewdness, bas read the signs of the 
times so truly. 

Representative IIarris is in favor of some 
of the proposed reforms and opposed to 
others. He has read the laws of other States 
as to changes of venue and the powers of the 
jury very imperfectly, if at all. Ile does not 
know apparently that the practice of [llinois 
in these respects is‘anomalous; that it has 


mo parallel in any of the older or larger 


States ; that Illinois is the largest civilized 
community in which this barbarous and ab- 
surd practice prevails. 

Representative Sullivan, the Democratic 
member from the same district, has contrib— 
uted an important item to de sum of human 
intelligence in the following statement: 


The experience of athousand years in En- 
land demonstrated the nevessity of changing 
the law there so as to make the jury in criminal 
cases the judges of the law and the facts. 


The experience of a thousand years in En- 
giand has proved nothing of the kind. It is 
not, never has been, and probably never will 
betrue in England that juries are constituted 
judges of the law and the tacts. This is 
strictlya rule of backwoods practice. 
was abandoned long ago in all the 
older States of the Union, and 
cannot now be found in operation 
anywhere in the civilized world east of the 
Allegheny Mountains. David Sullivan's ar- 
gument that because the practice was good 
enough in 1845 it is good enough now would 
prohibit progress of any kind, either in a re- 
form of the criminal code or in any other di- 
rection. 

Ex-Senator Riddle says that the criminal 
code generally is a good one,” and then pro- 
ceeds to show that it is a bad one by favoring 
most of the proposed reforms.

issue, for there is a very general conviction 
that there are already enough disturbing cle- 
ments in politics and altogether too much 
indifference to matters of principle in com- 
binations looking solely to success. 

It may be that women as a rule would sup- 
port prohibition if they were voters. They 
would be unpelled by the same motives as 
the ministers and church elders who have 
gone into the movement. They would at- 
tempt to run society by a sort of church dis- 
cipline. Under the conviction that intein- 
perance is deplorable they would jump at 
the conclusion that it should be prevented by 
forbidding even the temperate use of wine or 
liquor. They would conclude that if a statute 
the manufacture and sale of 

consumption thereof would 
necessarily cease. In this in other 
public affairs women would not be in- 
clined to consider the practical side 
of the question. They would neither com- 
prehend nor trouble themselves about illicit 
stills, or *‘contraband” liquor, or the in- 
creased evils of secret drinking, or the im- 
potency of police or constabulary to control 
men’s appetites. They would conclude that 
the simple passage of a prohibitory law 
would suffice to abolish alcohol trom the 
face of the earth, and assure sobriety and do- 
mestic peace forever after. Ilow sadly dis- 
appointed they would be may be inferred 
from the histury of prohibition in Maine and 
Kansas. 

The -woman-suffragists may prevail upon 
the Prohibitionists throughout the country 
to recognize their claims and to pool the two 
issues. But such a result will not be to the 
advantage of either hobby. The women 
might if they were voters help the Prohibi- 
tionists to carry their program, but the Pro- 
hibitionists can render no efficient service in 
making the women voters. The alliance be- 
tween these two classes will do much to 
impress upon practical men the incompeten- 
ey of both of them for political affairs. It is 
certainly not an inducement to place the bal- 
lot in the hands of women to give notice that 
they will swell the ranks of visionary im— 
practicables in politics, and that they will 
give preference to social and domestic at- 
fairs over the affairs of Government. Wom- 
en might by their votes help to pass prohibi- 
tion laws, but would they also be ready to 
take up the gun, the club, and the revolver 
to help enforce them? . 

Women are now the most efficient workers 
in the cause of temperance. Votes employed 
to impose cvercion will not aid that cause to 
the extent that their personal, domestic, and 
social influences contribute to it. The moth- 
er, the wife, the sister, and the sweetheart 
ean do more than the feminine voter to pre- 
vent an excessive indulgence in strong 
drink. The majority of women understand 
this and do not want to vote, even though 
they feel that they would vote for prohibition 
if they had the right to vote.

The quarrel between Conkling and Cor- 
nell would have no interest for Western Re- 
publicans but for the tact that Is a legacy 
from the Gartield Administration to Gov. 
Cornell. If Gen. Garfield had lived Conkling 
would have been no more heard of in poli- 
tics. ‘The assasination of the l'resident 
revoluuuonuized the Administration. It gave 
t» Conkling the weapons which had been so 
successfully employed against him a few 
mouths before, and he has not scrupled to 
use them. 

Cornell was strictly neutral as between 
Gartield and Conkling. It is a mistake to 
say that he favored the formerat the ex- 
pense of the latter. He refused to use the 
State patronage on behalf of either. Garfield 
was satistied to have him remain neutral, 
but Conkling was not. The latter demanded 
that the Governor should interfere actively 
on his behalf. Whoever was not “for” 
Conkling in the old days was against him. 
Cornell was not for him to the extent of 
prostituting the Governor’s oflice for the 
purpose of securing Conkling’s reé@élection to 
the Senate. ‘Therefore Cornell was set down 
asagainst him. By a strange chance Conk- 
ling now finds himself virtually the dispenser 
for New York. He proposes 
to use the power which luck has given him 
to punish Cornell for his former alleged 
faithlesness, 

‘The charges which have been bandied back 
and forth between Conkling and Cornell are 


other. Cornell has alleged that Conkling 
dircetly und tn person requested him to 


sign the bill relieving the elevated railroad 
| companies of 8250, 000 in taxes, and indirectly 


through his known intimates asked him to 


charge against Cornell, It is, in effect, that 
he was concerned in a disreputable stock 
transaction last year; that he formed “a 
blind pool” to operate in American District 
stock: that he sold to his friends while he 
pretended to be buying; and that he pocket- 
ed the protits of.the transaction. Now this 
isacharge of altogether a different nature 
from that which has been made against 
Conkling. One affects a publie man in his 
private relations and the other in his public 
relations, It is not a erime to speculate in 
Wall street. and the man who can overreach 
Jay Gould is fairly entitled tw all 
the money he can make in that 
way. In the present case it appears, 
on Gould’s own statement that Cornell re- 
funded to him his original contrib ution . to 
the “blind pool.” ‘The gist of Gould’s com- 
plaint is that the profits were not fairly 
divided. The people of New York are not 
likely to waste much sympathy on Gould. 
It may be admitted that if Cornell's opera- 
tions were as they have been described they 
did not show a nice sense of honor; but 
there is absolutely no evidence that Gould 
spoke the truth in making his charges against 
Cornell toa newspaper reporter. ‘The pre- 
sumption is rather the other way. 

Whatever Cornell’s private operations in 
Wall street may have been, he has made an 
excellent Governor. Neither the private lob- 
bying of Conkling nor the public action of 
members of the Legislature has availed to 
swerve him from the path of duty. He 
vetoed all the jobs that came before him. He 


was prompt, fearless, and plain-spoken in 


giving his reasons for his vetoes, which were 
more in number than any Governor before 
him has sent in; and he stopped a vast 
amount of bad legislation. There has been 
no taint of corruption or impropricty in any 
of his public acts. 

In view of his record as Governor and the 
fact that he is being persecuted for Garfield’s 
sake, it will not be strange if the Repub- 
licans of New York, who showed their de- 
votion to the late President in the strongest 
possible manner, should confer the honor of 
a renomination on Cornell. But we do not 
deem it necessary for his own vindication— 
and certainly not for that of the CGartield 
Administration—that he should be renomi- 
nated. Ile is not the legitimate heir to the 
effeets of the late Administration. There are 
Republicans in New York who are better 
representatives of the Garfield idea than 
Cornell is or ever can be. Only he should be 
permitted to have a fair chance. If any at- 
tempt is made to punish him tor the deféat of 
Conkling, it will inevitably make Cornell's 
political fortunes. Already he has shown 
his enemies that he is able to give as good as 
they send. He may not succeed in getting a 
renomination, but he promises to disable and 
cripple permanently, su far as future polit- 


ical service is concerned, the most relentless

of his opponents. 


WOMAN IN CONVENTION. 

In the Prohibition Convention and in all 
other emotional or sensationai gatherings 
women are becoming conspicuous. Conse- 
quently, in the-convention held at Watkins’ 
Glen. N. I., Wednesday by the Free- 
Thinkers” women were as conspicuous and 
as active and as intolerant as the men. At 
this convention, and evidently with the ap- 
proval ot the several hundred delegates 
gathered from all quarters of the country, 
religion was defined to be“ I want to go to 
lleaven,”’ and all the rest of what mankind 
feels to be religion was classed as “ignorance 
and fear, supported socially by fashionable 
superstitions and Sunday dress parade.“ All 
these proceedings had for their purpose the 
complete overthrow and extinction of any 
recognition of the existence of an Almighty 
and an emphatic denial of all forms or 
thought of religion, the extinction of all pre- 
tense of a hereafter, and the exclusion of all 
worship, prayers, churches, Sundays, and 
Christianity, as frauds, delusions, and 
Snares, all which, it is claimed, 
are mere inventions to keep the people in 
Slavery and ignorance. One of the songs 
sung in the convention was based on the as- 
sertion that owing to the general abolition or 
abandonment of religion and the church, 
“the best friend of the preacher was gone,“ 
and this drivel was heartily applauded. The 
author claimed to represent Chicago. The 
advanced women were of course present. 
One of them was in semi-nude costume, and 
of course attracted great attention in the 
assemblage and had her dress duly adver- 
tised. Of course the appearance of women 
—accomplished as they are in all the retine- 
ments of lifeand actuated by the most ex- 
alted desire to elevate mankind and rid the 
world of sin, rum, tobacco, and other abom- 
inations by law—in State and local conven- 
tions has become general, and it can be no 
longer a surprise that other women, equally 
cultivated and accomplished, and actuated 
by motives equally commendable, should 
meet in convention to pass resolutions to 
relieve mankind of religion and the super- 
stition of God, prayer, eternal life, and a 
hereafter in Hleaven. Women denouncing 
in publie conventions belief in God, and re- 
pudiating religion as a mere enslaving su- 
perstition, are not more surprising than are 
other women engaged in other political la- 
bors seeking to compel mankind to believe 
that there are other things equally vicious, 
and requiring legal prohibition and, extinc- 
tion. 
professing to speak for the women of the 
country, demanding the adoption of an 
amendment to the Constitution declaring it 
to be a crime to license, legally recognize, or 
tolerate, or sanction the existenee of God, or 
a Supreme Being, or any form of prayer, and 
asserting that religion is a crime against 
human intelligence to be forever prohibited, 
is only a precedent for other women, having 
different opinions, to demand a like amend- 
ment of the Coustitution declaring other acts, 
now universal, to be crimes, to be forever 
prohibited. 


THE PROHIBITION PLATFORM. 

The platform acoptea by the National Pro- 
hibition Convention yesterday isa curious 
mixture of sense and nonsense. We have 
commented in another article upon the rela- 
fons of woman suffrage and prohibition, 
which formed the most sensational feature 
of the session. ‘The rest of the platform isa 
jumble. The name adopted by the party— 
“ Prohibition Ilome Protection party ”’—is 


‘The appearance of a. body of women, 


license, regulation, and legal sanction of 
all alcoholic beverages to be public 
crimes. This enlargement of the criminal 
ealendar would create universal ridicule. 


The proposed constitutional amendment 


would not make it a crime to drink, though 


that is a practice against which it would be 
directed, but to distil alcohol from the prod- 
nets of the earth, or, having done that, to 
sell or export the stuff, This constitutional 
definition of erinre would probably not weigh 
very heavily on the conselenees of the people, 
inclined to trade upon the appetites of men, 
and would‘have absolutely no effect in con- 
trollmg appetites. Unless the advocates of 
such an organic law as this are prepared to 
maintain a standing army to put down the 
“orime” of manufacturing and selling alco- 
holic beverages, they should not insist upon 
mal ing the Constitution of the United States a 
dead letter. They were not willing apparently 
to define constitutionally the drinking of 


liquor to be acrime, nor to attempt to puta | 
| stop to that by organic law. 


set down that, so long as there are people to 
drink liquor, and so long as corn, barley, 


' grapes, and other products of Nature are 


raised from which aleoholic beverages are 
made, the manufacture and sale of liquor 
cannot be prevented. The triumph of pro- 
hibition ideas would pronibit taxation of the 
liquor traffic, and thereby cut off the Govern- 
ment from pearly one-fifth of its revenue for 
the — the manufacturers and dealers, 
but there the reform“ would end. 

The“ Prohibition Liome Protection party“ 
made a very sensible declaration in favor of 
the “universal and enforced education of 
the youth of the Nation, with ample provis- 
ion for the support of an adequate and ef- 
ficient system of free schools in all States 
and Territories.” To the extent that free 
schools are now provided the system is sup- 
ported in part by the local revenues collected 
from the saloonkeepers. To sustain a Na- 
tional and universal system of the same kind 
would require the expenditure of say 3100,- 
000,000 annnally. Nearly that amount of 
revenue is collected by the National Govern- 
ment now, and the whole amgunt may easily 
be collected in the future without burden to 
the people. Gen. Logan’s bill in the Senate 
proposes to utilize the whisky tax for the 
very purpose so warmly commended by the 
Prohibitionists. But the latter would atonce 
establish the system of National education 
and abolish the revenue necessary for its sup 
port. That policy would involve a deficiency 
of $200,000,000 per year in the Government 
exchequer—the loss of $100,000,000 which 
may be collected from the whisky men, and 
an additional outlay of $100,000,000 for educa- 
tional purposes. This is the prohibition idea 
of economy. It is proposed that a constitu- 
tional amendment shall be passed which 
shall impose an. additional annual tax of 
8.200, 000, 000 upon the farmers and working 
classes for the mere gratification of an insane 
desire to declare the manufacture of alco- 
holie beverages a “crime.” It is hard to 
conceive that any set of men in this enlight- 
ened age of. politieal science should seek to 
found a National party upon a basis so de- 
feetive and frail, or expect popular indorse- 
ment of so stupid a proposition. 


ANOTHER CHAPTER ON DRUGS. 

Philadelphia is the great centre of the 
drug business in this country, and drug 
adulteration is therefore all the more notice- 
able and significant when the papers of that 
city devote so much space to exposing the 
frauds that are practiced... We have alluded 
to the subject upon one or two occasions, but 
as it is one that cannot at once be ex- 
hausted, it will do no harm to keep it agi- 
tated, as it may set our ewn druggists to 


thinking and inquirfne what kind of goods 


they are purchasing and selling to their cus- 
tomers. 

The Philadelphia Press of the Ast inst. 
contains a most formidable list of the adulter- 
ations that are practiced, and from this list 
we select some of the most common. Cin- 
chona is most frequently adulterated by tak- 
ing worthless barks and treating them with 
ehinoidin, which inereases their alkaloidal 
strength: elm powder with flour and rye 
meal; wild cherry with sassafras root: and 
arnica with an adulterant called Geum wr- 
bunum. Dandelion is largely chicory. Pure 
rhubarb and colchicum are rarely found. 
Anise is mixed with clay, and capsicum with 
connnon sali, also with red lead, brick-dust, 
ground rice, turmeric, mustard husks. corn- 
starch, and horseradish. Ilyeopodium 
adulterated with the starch of lentil, dex- 
trine, resin, and potato-starch; ammonia 
with quartz; and assafwtida with sulphate 
of lime. , 

Adulterations are not always as harmless 
asthe above. For instance, gum arabic is 
adulterated with sand and marble dust: 
myfrh with sulphate of lime: opium with 
lead: castor oil With whale and eioton oils: 
olive oil with paraffine oils: wax with 
black earth coated with yellow wax: berga- 
mot oll with alcohol; cinnamon with sassa- 
fras and clove oils: clove oil with a light 
volatile oil, the nature of which is not yet 
Known; lemon oil with petroleum; pepper- 
mint oil with castor oil and alcohol: sassa- 
fras oil with resin; verbena oil with oi! of 
lemon grass; and wintergreen oil with 
chloroform. As to tapioca, the report says: 
As sold in this and other markets it is al- 
most altogether a factitious article, made 
from potato starch. It is called trade tapi- 
oca,’ but is sold by the majority of druggists, 
who do not take the trouble to explain its 
factitious nature, as tapioca. It is just half 
the price of the genuine, and, while nourish- 
ing and not in any way deleterious in its 
elfects, is still not tapioca.” 

The acids are just as impure as the solids. 
Acetic acid is doctored with manganese, 
glucose, and iron; citric acid with erystals 
of tartaric acid; muriatie acid with chloride 
of lead, sulphuric acid, and arsenie; sul- 
phuric acid with sulphate of sodium, sul- 
phate of magnesium, and sulphate of lead: 
tartaric acid with sulphate of sodium and 
alum; iodine with sawdust, water, chlorine, 
and ash; iodoform with an unknown sub- 
stance; iodide of fron with lead; and mag- 
nesia witir Rochelle salts and tartrate of 
sodium. Ether is principally characterized 
by its uncleanness, and out of eleven samples 
examined not one fulfiiled the official re- 
quirements. ‘Sulphate of quinia, put up in 
morphia bottles, is often sold for morphia. 
Mercury is adulterated with common salt. 
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But it may be

that. the physiclan and druggist would 
come to our relief with sanative 
drugs, but if we can have no 
confidence in the purity of medicines, when 
eures depend upon their purity, what hope 
is there for mankind? It the old saying be 
true that the world takes too much medicine, 
then in the name of humanity let the adul- 
terations be of a harmless sort that per- 
chance the bills of mortality may be some- 
what less startling than they are at present. 
If it be impossible for all druggists to be 
honest, then let the physieian’s little slip of 
paper, which stands between life and death, 
be honored when presented with bran and 
water rather than with noxious compounds. 
It is not likely that all druggists are dishon- 
est, but would it not be well for physicians 
now and then when their medicines do not 
have the praper effect, to analyze them and 
see what their ingredients are? As the case 
stands at present, the patient might as well 
refuse medicine altogether, in which case 
the chances for recovery might be even, or 
fall back on an old lady and pennyroyal tea, 
if they can be found in anything like origi- 
nal purity. 


FRESH MEAT FOR BALTIMORE. 

The latest demand for protection against 
foreign labor is that made by the butchers of 
Baltimore. The retail price of beef. having 
reached an enormous rate in Baltimore, it 
occurred to certain persons that there was an 
opening for a profitable trade in the articla 
So they purchased in Chicago a supply of 
slaughtered cattle, and, having it packed in 
refrigerator-cars, had it transported to 
Baltimore, and sold it at wholesale 
at prices which enabled it to be sold 
at retail many cents per pound be- 
low the prjees fixed upon by the butchers’ 
combination in that city. Several butchers 
undertook to sell this Chicago beef, where- 
upon the Butchers’ Trades Union held a 
meeting in which they denounced every 
butcher who has sold, or may hereafter sell, or 
deal inthe “frozen meat,” by which term they 
designate the beef slaughtered outside of 
Baltimore bythe foreign butchers who 
undoubtedly have their cattle slaughtered by 
„ pauper labor. It appears that beef is 
kept scarce in the Baltimore markets by the 
butchers of that city who fix and of necessity 
are able to obtain their own prices. If fresh 
beef can be delivered in Baltimore at prices 
which allowit to be sold at an average of 
six cents per pound cheaper than the butch- 
ers of that city offer for it it is unquestion- 
ably an interference with the trade of the 
butchers: butitis an immense relief to the 
people of that city who are not butchers. 

The butehers of Baltimore are accustomed 
to slaughter all the beef (and we suppose all 
other animals) they sell, and the public there- 
fore are compelled to buy their supply of 
beef from the butchers. By a combination 
of these the price of fresh beef to consumers 
may be kept at any figure determined on by 
those who control the monopoly of the sup- 
ply. But Baltimore is within easy access of 
Chicago, and fresh beef can be supplied to 
Baltimore as promptly and in as good order 
as it can be by its own butehers, and at prices 
perhaps lower than it-can by those who do 
their own slaughtering. Instead of getting 
indignant and revolutionary over the matter, 
the Baltimore butchers should have or- 
dered their beef from this city, ob- 
tained it in abundance, and sold it at 
prices which would have made its use gen- 
eral. The butchers, however, insist on be- 
ing protected.“ This industry, though 
ancient, is no older than countless other in- 
fants which enjoy bounties, and should not 
be exposed to the competition of IIIinois 
beef, either upon the hoof or in the manu- 
factured state. The butchers now appeal to 
the drovers to come to the rescue. They ask 
the drovers to furnish them with beef that 
will enable them to undersell the Chicago 
cattle-killers. This appeal to the drovers is 
not likely to be heard by willing ears. 
Drovers are not of the class to sell cattle at 
any less than the market will pay, and if 
Baltimore butchers will not pay drovers’ 
prices, the cattle can be sent elsewhere. 
Chicago can deliver slaughtered beef in un- 
limited quantity in Baltimore much cheaper 
than the butchers of that city can purchase 
it on the hoof and slaughter it themselves. 
A city with resources, appliances, and 
conveniences already in actual opera- 
tion can readily undertake to sup 
ply Baltimore with all the fresh 
meat needed by the entire popula- 
tion, and in addition furnish a like 
supply to Philadelphia; and this, too, without 
any serious addition to our facilities. This 
would relieve both these cities of the entire 
necessity for any slaughtering of any kind of 
animals in either city, and secure to them a 
constant and abundant supply of meat, and 
enable it to be sold profitably at prices much 
lower than can ever be hoped for through do- 
mestie killing. Instead of having a limited 
number of butchers having a monopoly of 
the supply, there would be warehouses at 
whieh every dealer could obtain his daily 
supply, and stores for the sale of fresh meats 
of all kinds would spring up in every neigh- 
borhood, affording the public advantages 
and conveniences impossible in the case of a 
large city depending on its local slaughter- 
ing instead of a grand and inexhaustible 
storehouse, It is possible that out of this‘ex- 
perience of obtaining an abundant supply of 
fresh meats, even at this season of 
the year, and at prices hardly 
exceeding one-half those demanded at the 
local slaughtering establishments. the trade 
of this city in fresh meats, which now covers 


so many places in the country, will be ex- 


tended to Baltimore. A constant supply of 
fresh meats delivered twice a day, winter 
and summer, and sold for half the prices at 
which they can be furnished locally, is an 
object of economy to the people of a large 
city like Baltimore, whieh cannot long be 
disregarded or neglected. 


Tun National Congressional Committee do 
not seem to be at all set back because of the 
general criticism of the Republicans ot the 
country upon the means they have adopted 
to raise money for party purposes.

An Italian peasant has written a work 
called * The Voice of a Peasant,“ describing the 
bardships of his class, which fs attracting atten 
tion from the European press and may lead to 
important results. Here is bis picture of the 
agricultural laborer: “ Imagine that it is in 
the middle of winter. The peasant must be in 
the fields at sunrise, and after four or five hours 
of fatiguing work he is permitted to repose and 
refresh bimself for a short hour. Seated on a 
stone or the naked earth he takes from a basket 
or cloth a few slices of badly-cooked polenta and 
warns them at an improvised fire, together with 
a bit of rancid herring, and with this miserable 
food recuperates bis exbausted strenath. At 
times he varies the diet, eating his polenta with 
a few dried figs, or a moldy crust of cheese, or 
four small pickled fishes, or a few edible snaiis, 
or a pair of frogs cooked in stuff that is sold for 
olive ofl, but is nothing more than unwholesome 
and stinking grease.” The evening meal is no 
more inviting, comprising a few leaves of let- 
tuce, a scanty quantity of oil and vinegar, or in- 
stead a berring, a little bread, an apple, or 
radish, onions, garlic, or something of the sort.

The Births Reported During Last Year. 

County-Clerk Klokke has completed his an- 
nual report of the births in the eounty during 
the year ending Dec. Al, 1881. 

The total numberof births in the city was 
13,291—male 6,762; female 6,488, and 4] whose 
sex Was not aecported.

It is esti- 
mated that at least 5,000 births occurred last 
‘ear which were not re to the County 
‘lerk, and this in violation of 4 statute which it 
would seem nas been witifutly disregarded not 
oaly by the people themselves, but also by a 
great many physicians.

SENATOR WHITE. 

“To your first inquiry.“ responded Senator 
White, I answer yes. I am in favor of amend- 
mg the criminal code. lt strikes we, too, that 
Judges should have aiscredon to grant or refuse 
changes of venue. It dou’t strike me that jurics 
should be judyes of the law. Instructions should 
come from the Judge, and in my opinion they 
should be written. Otherwise the Jury would 
aiffer as to what the Judge bad said. Where the 
plaintiff? and defendant write out the instruc- 
tions—why that miswads the jury. If the court 
concurs with them, ail right; but the instruc- 
tions should come from bim and be bis instruc- 
tions. I should think State’s-Attorneys ought 
to bave the right to change technical crrers, in- 
stead of being compelled to dismiss an indict- 
ment and have a grand jury draw another one. 
That is only an extra cost to the people. I am 
not fatniliar enough with the present practice 
to bave an intelligent opinion on the quesuon 
whether bail should be granted to defendants 
after a first conviction. I would answer 
the mext question in the same way. 1 
think a Prosecuting Attorney should have the 
right to traverse an application for a superse- 
deus. if I understand it 5 Ou the question 
of new trais, my opinion is that one side should 
have the same standing as the other—the same 
rights. The prosecution should stand on an 
equal footing with the defense. But I am not 
an attorney. [am simply a_business-man. On 
consulting with Judges and men familiar with 
our present laws, I should be governed in my 
legislation to a great extent by the representa- 
tions of men of that standing and experience. 

EX-SENATOR RIDDLE. 

„Jam in favor said Senator Riddle. “of 
some amendments. The criminal code, gener- 
ally, isa one. Judges should have discre- 
tion to grant or refuse changes of venue. They 
ure the ouly source in which discretion can be 
lodged. As to your third question, the court. is 
the proper judge of the law. Practically, how- 
ever, uo system of jurisvrudence could be 
adopted, where a jury isa part of the machinery 

in which the power of the 

determine the law as well 
us the facts could be excluded. 
My deliverate judgwent is that the Judge 
should be the arbiter of the law, but you cunt 
practically entorce that theory. Lam in favor 
of both oral and written charges. I think the 
attorneys for the State and the accused should 
have the right to make requests of the Judge 
as to What the law is, and that the Judge shouid 
have the legal right to add such instructions as 
he way deem necessary, without refer- 
ence either to the prosecution or the 
defense. Undoubtedly State’s Attorneys 
should have the right to amend errors 
in indictments where the rights of the 
accused would not be interfered with 
by werely technical amendments, not going to 
the merits of the cuse—that is, the fact whether 
the accused is guilty or uot guilty. Such amend- 
ments should be permitted. It all depends on 
circumstauces whether bail should be granted 
after u Urst convicden. That ought to be left 
to the discretion of the court. A man might be 
couvicted innovently on some charge, and it 
that should appear on a second accusation, there 
is vo reason why be should be treated ditfer- 
ently trom other meno who nad never 
been convicted. The Supreme Court should 
have power, if they have any 
right review, to consider tbe entire 
record. They can’t help it. It they 
read the record at all they are, hound to 
consider it. I can see no reason why A Progecut- 
mig-Attorney should not be permitted to trav- 
erse an applicauon for a supersedeas. lu an- 
swer to the last question, Why should set am- 
davits for a new trialon the ground of newly- 
discovered cvidence be traversed?’ Ido notthink 
the alteruuion of the rule in that respect, as it 
obtains now and bus tor a long time, would 
have any considerable bearing upon tbe 
administration of public justice. There miaht 
be cases wbere it would be of value, but, as a 
gengrul rute. you can’t convict a man witha 
uflidavits, nor try a cuse OU ex-parte statements, 
although these affidavits for a new trial may be 
sworn to by interested persons. lu my opinion, 
it might. be left.to the court to consider any 
counter-affidavits the State might file. The 
great dithculcy in reference to our criminal code 
consists in the diiticulty of selecting proper 
juries who may try criminal cases without 
prejudice either iu favor of the people or the 
criminal, and the most essential thing to be done 
in the way of remedying our present criminal eode 
is to bring about a radical change in the present 
method of selecting both grand and peti juries. 
To discuss what the best method is would, take 
more time than I am now able to give and more 
space tnan THe Turnus could perhaps now 
devote toit. But the present method of draw- 
ing jur.es—making up venires totry criminal 
cases—is apparentiy very imperfect and very 
radically defective, and the means by which 
competent men escape jury service, both in the 
criminal and civil courts, entirely too ready and 
too much used, both on the part of courts and 
attorneys.” 

MADISON R. HARRIS. 


“In response to your first question,” said 
Madison R. Harris, the ciongated lawmaker from 
the Ninth Ward, I answer yes. Lam in favor 
of amevding the code, keeping What we have at 
present to Work upon. We have discovered a 
great many evils in our present system, and any 
new one migut be just as faulty at first. I am 
in favor of pushing the amendments by degrees, 
as tast as we discover the errors of the present 
system. To the question, ‘Should Judges have 
discretion to grant or refuse . for 
changes of venue,’ I answer uo. It puts too much 
power in the bands of Judges. I think we ought to 
ve more strict in the requirements for affidavits, 
and 1 think that prosecution sbould follow 
swiftiy upon the beeis of the false affidavits that 
are frequently made. We have never heard of 
a prosecution for talse swearing growing out ot 
an affidavit of that kind. They ought to be fol- 
lowed up in every instance. I think that is the 
oniy safeguard we ought to throw around that 
partofit. Inthe sense in which the term is 
used, | think juries should be judges of the law 
and the facts. What is meant is the law and the

down by the court are indisputably the law, but 
the jury ought tohave the right to take the 
facts as they find them. and put them under such 
law construction as, in their opinion, the 
facts in the case warraut. I am not in favor of 
written charges to juries. Counsel should have 
the right to ask for instructions on certain 
points, and the court should deliver an oral 
charge. Les. I think State’s-Attorneys ought 
to buve power to amend technical errors in in- 
dictments. Of course, if it is anything to take 
the defendant by surprise, it should not be 
done and then push him to an immediate trial. 
As | understand the sixth question, it means al- 
lowing bail between the first and second trials. 
In thut case I think the defendant should be 
admitted to bail it it isa bailabie offense. In a 
crimina) case it is im ibie, if you aliow the 
jury below to be judges of the law and the 
fact, for the Judges of the Supreme 
Court to consider the law without also consider- 
ing the facts. But I aw in favorof the Supreme 
Court considering ouly questions of law, so far 
us itcan be done. I do not think a Prosecuting- 
Attorney should be permitted to traverse an 
application for a supersedeas. The indictment 
is the people's writ, and that is a one-sided in- 
vestigation entirely, to which the prisoner is 
not admitted. There the people have a chance 
to show the most favorable side of the case. so 
far as they are concerned, without contradiction 
from a defendant. After the whole record bas 
been completed I think it is in the interest of 
ustice and liberty that the defendant 
> allowed to make the dest showin 
from that record without a traverse. I think 
aflidavits for a new trial on the ground of new- 
ly-discovered evidence ought to be traversed, 
but at the same time the truverse would amount 
to but very little, because it would be almost 
impossibie to obtain positive knowledge as to 
whether the evidence had been newly discov- 
ered. The people's affiant might state his belief 
that it wasn’t new evidence, but how could be 
state that some other man knew of that evi- 
dence? Au attempt to traverse an affidavit of 
that kind would be almost an absurdity. But 
in all cases where it is susceptible of positive 
— yo — . wee — not new and did 
rest in the knowledge of the defendan 
to be allowed to the people.

asking for a supersedeas must take to the 
Supreme Court, if in session, or to one of the

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./ DRESSED BEEF. 


A Growing Trade with the Eastern 
Cities. 

A dispatch in these column from Baltimore 

Thursday announced that the shipping of 

dressed beef from Chicago to that piace was 


‘working a revolution in the meat business, and 


was proving a biessing to consumers. It set 
forth that the meat the local dealers there bad 
been charging 20 and 25 cents per pound for, was 
now being furnished, through the enterprise 
of Chicago dealers at from 12 to 16 cents, and 
tnat the old-fogy butchers of the Monumental 
City were putting tneir heads together to see 
what could be done about it, and that the con- 
sumers were reaping the benefit, and were cor- 
respondingly happy. 

A reporter yesterday called upon some of the 
shippers, and made inquiry in reference to this 
comparatively new branch of industry. He 
found that the shipping of beef by 
the carcass was contined to about threo firms, 
and that together they were shipping to the 
Eustern cities not less than about forty car- 
loads a day, or about 1,500 dressed cattie. They 
were all shipping in refrigerutor-cars—some by 
express and others by freight—and the meat 
was being delivered as fresh and sweet as it 
was when it came from the siaughter-house. It 
was found also that the trade was rapidly grow- 
ing, ani the consequence was that the yr gee of 
live cattle and cut-meats was failing off corre- 
spoudingly, and the indications were that at no 
distant day Ali the meat supplied by the West to 
the Eastern cities would be killed and dressed in 
this city. . 

THE PRINCIPAL ADVANTAGE 

in shipping the meat dressed over the old cus- 
tom of shipping it on the hoof was found to be 
the saving in freight. One car, it was as- 
certained, would carry thirty-five dressed 
cattle, whereas the same car would 
not carry more than half that number alive—a 
saving of one-haif in freight alone, to say noth- 
ing ot the economy of bandling dressed over live 
cattic. With this saving the deulers or shipper? 
predicted that it would be impossibie for the 
Kastern butchers to handle cattle alive as in the 
past, and undertake to compcte with 
thbose dealing in the dressed articie fur- 
vished by Chicago. Tne new order 
of things, therefore, they contended 

would be of great advantage to the Eastern 
consumers of Western products, in that they 
would not only get a better article of meat, but 
also get it cheaper. Then again, it would be of 
great advantage to Chicago also, in that it would 
speedily doubie the number of cattle killed bere, 
thus giving employment to additional thou- 
sands, and it would also make Chicago more 
than ever before the grand focus 
or commercial centre of the world for 
the meat trade. The cattle which had been 
shipped East alive, and around Chicago, 
for instance, would very naturally be largely 
drawn here, and ty thought it safe to predict 
that as the dressed-meat trade extended tne de- 

mand would increase until the West would al- 
most supply all the Eastern city markets. 

As to the characterjand quality of the meat be- 
ing shipped, the bulk of it was said tobe an av- 
erage of that bandied in our local warkets; and 
just here is a question of some importance to 
Chicagoans, for, if the meagre dispatches on the 
subject are to be relied upon, the Baltimore 
dealers in Chicago drussed meat are not only 
underselling their less enterprising neighbors 
there, but are ulso

in this city in the same line of goods. This 18 
not as it should be, and is really an unreason- 
able condition of affairs; but it exists, and 
is apparently beyond the power of the consumer 
toremedy. Our citizens, nevertheless, ought to 
have meat cheaper than Baltimore has, for the 
reason that our butchers have no freight to pay, 
and for the further reason that iu a gtroug com- 
petitive market they ougut to be able to buy 
cheaper. Their explanauon of this seeming 
unreasonabieness in the matter of price ought 
to be interesting.

Stopping Street-Cars—Time Is Money. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CuIcaGco, Aug. 244.—Our city having decided 
that street-cars shall stop only at street-coruers. 
I beg to suggest that they should stop only at 
every other corner, or once in two blocks. That's 
the true way to run street-cars, saving one-haif 
of all this wear and tear ana half of the time 
lost in starting, which is a clear gain tor the 
people and the companies owning the roads. 

By this system less care would do the busi- 
ness, and the public would gain fourteen to six- 
teen minutes on every trip from Madison to 
Thirty-uinth street, 

The writer has lived in Vienna, where all 
street lines are operated by this improved sys- 
tem, giving great satisfaction. The people can 
well afford to walk ove block if they can save 
ten minutesin getting home byso doing. In 
Vienna they have no bells or bell-ropes.” 
They drive to the designated corners, where 
the people are, same as any other railroad train 
should do. 

By this system 20 per cent of the present wear 
and tear of this everlasting stopping and start- 
ing would be saved to the railroad companies, 
and the pubiic would findit more convenient 
and a breat saving of time. This fact has been 
thorodghly established in many foreign cities, 
and especially should this system be at once 
adopted by the cable roads of this city, which 
would give us, as I ween, rapid transit.

Wheat Deal. 


Further Testimony Called In to 
Establish the Charge of 
Manipulation. 


The Markets Again Irregular, Though 
at Higher Prices Early. 


Westerday’s Testimony in the Investi- 
gation of the July Wheat Deal. 

The committee on the July wheat deal re- 
sumed the hearing of the testimony on the part 
of the defendants yesterday at 3 o'clock. 

L. D. Norton was called and testitied that he 
had been a member of the board for thirty 
years, and was one of the proprietors of the 
Lockport Mills; that be bought wheat chiefly in 
Chicago, and bought 55,000 or 60,000 bushels of 
spring wheat, and took it down to the mill about 
the middle of May; had bought a few odd loads 
gince then; that he had brought back 39,000 
bushels in June and July, 25,000 being in July; 
brought it back because he couldn't get cost for 
it by milling it, inte 75 cents a barrel, and it would 
have been a ticht squeeze to do it if it had been 
bought at $1.10. The witness said he had been a 
miller a long time, that be run 200,000 barrels of 
flour a year at his mill, and the cost of milling 
was about 25 cents; that the mill was run by 
water. The witpess was asked what he consid- 
ered a fair milling profit, counting interest on 
capital and all other things in connection with 
milling. 

Mr. Brine objected to the question as having no 
bearing upon the value of wheat on the last day 
of July; that there were other things for which 
wheat was used; that a large quantity of wheat 
wus used for seed purposes every year. The 
committee ruled the question not competent, 
and stated that Mr. Wright might ask the value 
of wheat on the last day of July for milling 


purposes.

witness said he figured five busbeis of No.2

His reasons were that a grade that has always 
been considered superior was much lower; wit- 
ness said he cuuld imagine no other cause than 
manipulation that would make the prices high- 
er than $1.05, and never koew of such a mauip- 
ulation except for the purpose of extorting un- 
reasonable prices; that there were very few 
traders who seemed to want that wheat, and 
they bid for it in such quantities that it was 
quite evident they did not wantit, and that it 
wus merely to force the price up. Witness said 
he observed Robert Lindbloom as one of the par- 
ties who did the manipulating, and who seemed 
to be floor manager and making the most noise 
about it. There were also Gifford, William 
Young & Co., and Irwin, Orr Co. He 
saw these parties buying; didn’t know that he 
ever saw them se!ling No. 2 spring, and as the 
end of July approaceea the parties were fre- 
quently together; chat a bid for a quarter of a 
million was Mr. Lindbiloom’s favorit bid, and 
that about two cents bigher than it was otfered 
at by other parties in settlement. When there 
seemed to be a lull in the market, and an inclina- 
tion to decline, Gifford and Liudbloom and one 
or two others would bid. 

W. 8. Jaekson said he had been a member ot 
the board about six years, and thought the mar- 
ket for No. 2 spring wheat during the montana of 
July was manipulated. He thought the market 
Was in a constant state of manipulation to en- 
hance or depress prices. This manipulation was 
to enhance prices for the purpose of ap- 
preciating values. Tue witness said he did not 
know that the value of No. 2 spring was en- 
hanced by any individual or combination for the 
purpose of extorting unreasonable damages. 

Z. P. BROSSEAU HAS BEEN A MEMBER 
of the Board of Trade for nineteen or twenty 
years; was on the market during last July: had 
contracts which he was unable to fill for July 
wheat. He had 5,000 with Baldwin Stone & Co.;

dered him to buy at $1.24, but be could not do it; 
that this party was short 10,000 bushels bought 
at 81.25 ½; that be went into the car-iot crowd 
and tried to buy; that be toid his customer that 
he didn’t think be could buy it at that before he 
tried; that be thinks there was a car-load sold 
on that day at $1.24, and that it sold as high as 
$1.27 the same day; that he didn’t think he 
made any effortto buy it after he was satisfied 
the market was above his limit. 

WITNESS SAID HE WOULD SWEAR 
to the best of his knowledge and belief that the 
market was manipulated, but he couidn’t swear 
who wanipulated it; that be would swear to it 
the same way that be would swear that there 
was such a country as Ireland: that if a man 
told him be bad come from Ireland. he would 
believe him; that if a reputable person, like Mr. 
Wrigbt. should teil him that Mr. Kershaw was 
cornering the market, be would believe it. 

Inanswer to Mr. Wright, witness said his 
knowledge was derived from the condition of 
the market and the prices of other grades of 
wheat and flour. 

in reply to Mr. Brine, witness stated that 
about ten years ago he was a practical miller. 
Mr. Brine asked him if he did not know that 
No. 2 old spring wheat was much more valu- 
ablethan new No. 2 spring wheat.

Insane Day at the County Court. 

The usual crop of unfortunates bereft of their 
reason was gathered into the County Court be- 
fore Judge Loomis yesterday morning and sub- 
jected to inquiries into their mental condition 
in the presence of a good-sized audience of the 
morbidly curious who assemble regularly on 
Thursdays to witness the saddest of scenes. 

The first accused of mental aberration ar- 
raigned before the court was F. C. Abrahams, 62 
years of age, who until recentiy conducted a 
meat- market at 126 Obio street. About six 
weeks ago his wife died, since which time his 
mind bus been uasettied, he visited the 
grave every day, rain or shine. His relatives 
testified that he was well-to-do, and he was ac- 
cordingly adjudged insane and not a pauper. 

Wheo David Cooper, a v nice-appearing 
man, 53 years of age, was arraigned, Dr. Hlu- 
thardt testified that he was suffering from acute 
mania, brought on by religious excitement. 
Mrs. Cooper said that she had lived with her hus- 
band at No. 309 South Hoyne avenue for several 
years, and that until about a week 
in fair health. Since that time he had been in- 
sane. Mr. Cooper then volunteered the infor- 
mation to the court and 8 that he was King 
of Kings and the of Abrabam. He alse 

ail the gold in the world, but he was 
unfortunately in such a tion that he 
could not get at it.

Refreshing Rains in Ulinois and Elsewhere Have 
Done Much to Improve the Corn. 


The Prospects in Nebraska Continue 
Good—A Big Corn Crop Promised— 
Other Grains Vielding Bountitully. 

Special Disvatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
LINCOLN, Neb., Aug. 24.—Crop prospects con- 
tinue good. Corn is growing finely. There has 
been a lack of rain in some portions of the State, 
but tor the past forty-eight hours showers have 
been frequent and widespread. No severe 
drouth is reported anywhere in Southwestern 

Nebraska. Corn isa little dry, but the belief is 

that it will come out allright. The absence of 

rain is felt in the northwestern part of the State, 
and dry winds have doue some damage; but the 
general outlook for corn is not unfavorable, In the 
counties along Platte River none but flatt ter ing 
reports have been received. Copious showers 
are reported to have fallen, and all crops are 
doing finely. The Missouri River counties have 
also been blessed with rain recently, and the 
weather generally throughout the State is warm 
and showery. As it is now, corn cannot help 
but mature rapidly, and light corn, of which 
there is but littie in the State, is coming along 
wonderfully fast. Croakers say that bugs are 
destroying the corn, frost will cut the crop 
short, and a long spell of dry weather reduce the 
present prospective yield at least oue- half; 
but such belief. is without reas on. 

The corn is so forward now that very little fear 

of damage by frost is entertamed. There are 

few bugs in the corn, and very little damage 
from this source has been reported. From all 

parts of the State comes the assurance of a 

bountiful crop of corn—greater by nearly one- 

half than ever before. Several lowa stockmen 
have been in the State recently try to make 
contracts for corn. One farmer in this county 
sold bis entire cornfield for 40 cents per bushel. 

This included stalks. Considerable corn is 

being bought on contract for fali and 

winter delivery, the prices ranging 
from 40 to 50 cents per bushel. Small grain hus 
all been barvested,. and is now in the stack. 

Considerabie tbrasbing has been done, and the 

results in many cases are greater than was at 

first. anticipated. Wheat is shelling out an av- 
erage of from twenty to thirty busbels per acre. 

The quality is not the best. Oats are an immense 

large crop, of fair quality. Other grain is show- 

ing up well. Sofaras quantity, whatever may 
be said of quality, there is no disappointment 
in the yield of grain nor in the quality of 
the cereal, and there is no cause for 
belief that there willbe any disappointment in 
regard to corn. Othercrops promise good re- 
suits. Potatoes will soon be ready to dig, and 
the crop will be a big one. Many varicties were 
planted, and ali have turned out well. Prices 
wili be very low this fall. Fruit was injured 
somewhat by early frosts, but will averagerwell.
